WASHINGTON, May 25.—The first at- 
tack on Attorney General Daugherty, 
from. .the Republican side of the Senate, 
came late this afternoon when Senator 
La Follette presented and had read into 
the record a l¢tter from Samuel Unter- 
myér; who declared that the Lockwood 
Committee, for which he is ‘counsel, 
asked the Attornéy General nearly five 
months ago to proceed against the Gen- 
eral Electric’ Company for maintenance 
of a monopoly in electric light bulbs and 
other violations of the Anti-Trust law, 
but that the Attorney General had taken 
no action. 

** This: apparent unwillingness to act,’’ 
Mr. Untermyer went on, “‘is quite in 
line with the history of the persiste 
but unsuccessful attempts that have 
been made byathe committee to..secure 
action in elther case, extending over a 
period of one year or more.’’ 

Mr. Untermyer added that he was sat- 
isfied that * the oversh owing power 
of J. P. Morgan &/Co.,"’ who, he said, 
were the financial managers of the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, ‘‘ will ‘make it 
impossible ever to secure any sort of 
effective relief through the agency of 
the Department of Justice."

There was a seller and there was a!

revolution, between the: old and the 
new. ‘ : 


“The Chasm Must Be Bridged. 


The first question was: Could that 
chasm be filled up? © We said no, not 
for a generation. The next question 
is: Can it be bridged? That is our 
problem, a great engineering’ problem, 
because you have to find foundations 
for. the piers of your bridge in. that 
shallow, shifting channel of mud and 
quicksands. Yet without that there is 
no intercourse betweén those 120,000,- 
000 of brave, gallant, hard-working 
people who are dying of misery, and 
Europe, which needs their help and 
ig ready to help.them. 

How did this difficulty arise, or 
rather what concrete form did it take? 
Revolutions on a great scale always 
carry in‘ their frail confiscation of 
property, and I am sorry to say con- 
fiscation without compensation. That 
Was our experience: in the Bnglish 
religious revolution, which is the 
source of so many titles, and in the 
French: Revolution -in France, which 
Was accompanied by wholesale confis- 
cation of the land of France. without 
compensation. In, fact.the conserv- 
atismr of France today is rooted in 
confiscation, 

In addition, there ia another feature 
of the revolution, and. that is repudia- 
tion of pre-revolutionary obligations. 
That is the position, hut there is this 
difference; France created a system 
of peasant proprietors without com- 
pensation, but she was seeking no 
credits in the-world:. Russia, with her 


repudiation, with her. confiscation, is - 
going to the very people. whose claims 


she refuses to pay (cheers), whose 
property she has confiscated, and she 
says ‘‘Lend me more.’’ They are 


‘practically asking for credit from, the 


same people, and they can only get 
it.on conditions which have been Jaid 
down, . the restoration of. confidence 
on whith credit is based. 

The Ruséian leaders quite realize 
this. - Whatever they may be, they 
are’ men’ of exteptional .ability and 
they are men with knowledge of. the 
outside world. “However much they 
communicate of it to >the , outside 
world, they know it themselves, and 
they know perfectly well, In spite of 
some things they have written ~and 
gaid, that they are not. going_to get 
credit in the West upon a basis of 
confiscation and repudiation of debt. 
They also know that Russia can never 
be restored until she gets credit: 


Problem Gone Into With Russians, 


We had at the beginning of the con- 
ference a close examination /of ‘the 
problem with them. In: two days’ 
conversation the representatives of 
France, Belgium and Italy, the Secre- 
tary for War and myself had a frank 
and very searching, conversation _ with 
these leaders of Soviet. Ruasia, and I 
will just put to the House the posl- 
tion which they take up and the pro- 
posals which wé put before them at 
that cofiversation. 

They .said:. “The revolution is a 
‘break with the past, with the meth- 
ods of the past, the traditions of the 
past and: the obligations of. the past. 
We qlilte: realize that Russia cannot 
be restored economically without the 
Kelp of systems: which are different to 
oir own system and with which we 
are at war’’—as they put it, the. coat. 
talist system. | 

They said; ‘> We must get its help. 
We also know we cannot get the help 
of the capitalist . _system except upon 
conditions,’ amd although we do not 
abandon any of our principles we 
realize -we cannot get the assistance 
which - ‘Is .required. unless -we make 
terms with capital."

A Basis. for Talking Business. 


well, this country has been in the 
habit of dealing in the past with de- 
faulting States, and it has always 
been ‘a cohdition when defaulting 
States come for further: credits that 
‘thie¥shou'd acknowledge their old 
débts. But there has always heen a 
wiping: out of past tnterest, the post- 
ponement of interest in the future and 
sometimes a writing dowm of the capi-' 
tal amount as a condition of further 
assistance. Now, what is the proposi- 
tion they put there?

Different View by Belgium. 


Belgium took a different view. A

ment. The Belgian position was that 
the property, must be restored if it 
were matefially possible.

States and Canada referred-to an Inter- 
nationg! Joint Committee for investiga- 
tion and report, under the terms of 
Article IX. of the treaty of Jan. 11, 
1909, relating to. boundary waters, ques- 
tions with respect to the fmprovement 
of the St. Lawrence River between Lake 
Ontario and Montreal, both for naviga- 
tion and the development of water 
power. 

In making up its reports the commit- 
tée took into consideration the reports 
of MecBiwee and Ritter, two transpor~- 
tation experts of the Department of 
Commerce; who had. previously made an 
exhaustive, investigation of the project. 
The committée reported on’ Dec. 19, 1921 
Today's official announcement says:

HELPING GERMANY TO HER FEET. 
‘Germany has displaced Russia /as 
the country ‘that: needs to “be “‘ re- 


answer to the Reparations Commis- 
sion; Everything is now held .to dé- 
pend upon the floating of an inter- 
national loan in aid of Germany, and 
the bankers in conference at Paris 
seem to. be attacking the problem 
with good hope of success. 

Surprise may be occasioned by read- 
ing’ that the French desire that the 
rate of interest on the prpposed Ger- 
man loan be ‘fixed as low as possible. 
But this is plainly enlightened self- 
interest. France’ would not. g&tn by 
too’ exorbitant terms for ‘the loan, 
She, does not wish to exhaust Ger- 
many’s capacity to pay reparations. 
After’ the loan and a moratorium the 
schedule of instalments under the 
Versailles Treaty -would. have to be: 
resumed; and the French necessarily 
look forward to those.’ Moreover, it 
would not be wise to make the terms 
of the loan so onerous tyat the Ger- 
man people- would feel later that ad- 
vantage “had been taken of their 
necessity. Germany is in reality a 
debtor. in heavy: amounts’ who must 
be helped to her feet by her cred- 
itors. The easier they make it for 
her now the more  théy “will: be' able 
to from her in the future. The 
French are alert to perceive this, and 
appear now tobe acting on the belief 
that they have a’ direct interest in 
helping’ to make Gérmany “a going 
concern. 4 

Of course, the rate of interest on. 
the German will inevitably de- 
pend upon the security that can be 
given for it and the degree of risk 
run-by investors, But it is encourag- 
ing to see the French taking the lead 
in seeking not to make Germany's 
finayjcial burden greater than she can, 
bear.

RAILWAY RATES AND WAGES. . 
Opinions differ whether the reduc- 

tion of railway rates will increase or 
decrease earnings, but *there ig some- 
thing like unanimity that it ought to 
be followed by a cut in wages. That 
is not the view of the Labor Board of 
the Interstate Comme Commission. 
The first thought of the commission ‘is 
that the rates should suffice to sup- 
ply the country with adequate service.

And, what % still more 
ominous, four-of the nine members 
of the Provisional Government are to 
be men avowedly and intensely hos- 
tile to*the treaty and in favor of the 
immediate s¢tting up of an entirely 
independent Irish Republic. How can 
these men, these unyielding followers 
of/-pe VALERA, comply with Article 
XVII. of the Anglo-Irish treaty, 
which stipulated that ‘‘ every miem- 
“ber of such Provisional Government 
“ shall have signified in writing his or 
* hen acceptance of this.instrument ’’? 

Here is obviously weighty matter to 
be taken up by WINSTON CHURCHILL 
with fhe Irish signatories; but. still 
more serious is the question of peace 
and order in Ireland. The bitterest 
kind of religious warfare goes on day 
after day in Ulster, and there is ob- 
vious dariger that it may spread ~to 
the Southern provinces. . Reprisals fer 
the happenings in Belfast -may be at- 
tempted any day in Dublin or Cork, 
and the glutting of private vengeance, 
and the continuation of ancient ,and 
bloody personal feuds, may be carried 
on under cover of a conflict between 
North and “South. Unless. conditions 
mend,’ disturbed English opinion may 
force the Government to open meas- 
ures pf protest or intervention. The 
chief hope lies in the steadiness of 
the Irish Free State authorities, and 
in the unquestioned desire of the ma- 
jority of the Irish people that an end 
be put tothe wild work of Irish fac- 
tions. Happily, there is time left un- 
der the treaty to»work out a peace- 
ful adjustment. A year was allowed 
from last December ‘to complete the 
formal setting up of an Irish Parlia- 
ment and Government, so that, if 
Messrs. GrirritH and COLLINS are 
still .determined to live up to their 
undertakings with the British, they 
have six. months in which to do the 
necessary work. But it is only right 
that the British Government should 
assure itself of their honorable and 
firm ‘intentions.
